The Abuse of Credit. 


Cambridge, Mass., is the home of the Harvard School of 


Business Administration and, according to the business re- 
search bureau of this school, more failures occur in the retail 
grocery trade than in any other line of business in (lie country. 
The report shows that one-fourth of all the commercial laikires 
in 1913 were in that trade. 


This will be surprising lo many. 
It is diflicull lo name a 


commercial business (hat is more uniform lhan the grocery 
•trade. Like deatii, il lias all seasons for ils own. 
There are 


no off seasons in the grocery business. 
People must eat the 


year round, whether business is good or bad, and the largest 
part of what they eat comes from the grocery store, hxcepl- 
ing fruits and vegetables there is comparatively little in the 
oroceryman's slock which comes under (he head of perishable 
goods. While it-is claimed that the profits on sugar and some 
other standard articles are small, there is a general understand- 
ing that the margins on many of the goods handled by grocers 
admit of a good profit. And the bes.l thing of all is that il is; 
year-rouncfbusiness, with no shut-downs or depressing slacks 
at any time. 


If such a business as this develops more failures than any 


other there must be a cause for it, and without doubt this is 
the credit system, which is the curse nol only of (he grocer} 
business, but of all other kinds of business at the present time 
It is easy to understand how (he groceryman is liable to sufle 
more from the credit system than almost any other busines: 
man. 
His customers are buying necessities. They must eat 


even if the bread winner is sick or out of work, and he cannot 
deny them credit unless they have absolutely ruined their 
reputation for trustworthiness. 
Those who have done that 


have already cost him a good sum. There is no man who pays 
more for his experience than Ihe gruceryman. 


And yet he is to some extent lo blame for his losses. There 


is no retail business in which competition is keener lhan in the 
grocery trade, and the hope of winning customers from others, 
with Ihe desperate chances taken lo avoid the loss of custom- 
ers, lead lo Ihe stretching of credit beyond Ihe point of safety. 


The credit system should be greatly modified, in the grocery 


business and all others. Less credit would be as valuable to 
buyers as to sellers, for il would result in more judicious buy- 
ing. There should be less. 


In spite of pressure on the parti' of southerners, President 


Wilson slicks lo his determination;To appoint Negroes to suc- 
ceed Negro officials in Washington, and this stand is alto- 
gether to his credit. 
If Ihe government is lo do ils share 


toward elevating and advancing the colored race it must lo a 
reasonable extent recognize il in ollicial life, and the presi- 
dent's determination to do this is to be commended by every 
man whose judgment is not warped by race prejudice. 


Admiral Dewey, Ihe hero of Ihe ballle'of Manila, will be in- 


vited to command his old battleship, "Oregon,"'on the nava 
parade through the Panama canal next March, and will un- 
doubtedly do so. Rear Admiral Clark, retired, will be in line 
with his old flagship, "Olympia," and the parade will be a 
noteworthy feature of an event of worldwide interest. And il 
would hardly be complete without Admiral Dewey.
